teeth Despite the drivers efforts they
started on full gallop down tHe Fort
Hamilton road Near the turn Into the
shote road Pelceman Reilly was walk
Ing his horse and endeavored to head
oftt3ie runaways

He seized the bridles of the horses
but lost his hold on his saddle and tell
under their feet As they felt ills body
under their hoofs their fright waa only
Increased

The young women held on for their
lives as the carriage rocked from side
to side Soon a turn in the road trough
them In view of a steep embankment

A private from the fort had seen the
runaway and summoned ambulnricfs
These arrived but a few minutes after
he overturn at the 4mbanknlelt I In
the mean time nn ambulance had been
summoned from the Norwegian atospl
tat Nothing could be learned at the
fort as to just how oerlously the young
